Leaving on one side Law-French 
as on historical language Ict us con- 
sider a few nf the numerous French 
phrases which are still a ilving part 
of our Inw.

All of you know that a “trustee” 
is—one who holds property for the 
benefit of somebdy else.

GURVEYING Europe through 
official eyes, or listening to 
the nervous gossip in the stock 
market, or reading the des- 
patches that pour into a news- 
paper office from a dozen centres, 
one might imagine that Europe 
was simply one huge military 
establishment. bending its ener- 
gies‘ to the single task of self- 
destruction. : 
Yet Europe .is really made up of 
something like 500,000,000 people 
whose lives are occupied by all sorts 
of work and trouble ind pleasures 
which in most cases have nothing to 
do with the State or its armaments 
or diplomacy. ; : 
Naw, oy the Western Powers pre~ 
pare to resist attock, they find thot 
they must. concentrate’ inereusingly 
upon armaments in all their uspects 
and modify their economic life ac- 
cordingly.

defence, Cdr, Lees 
stated that he was not disputing 
irrefutable facts. ‘The ship had 
grounded on the rock aq stated. The 
ship had since been repalred and 
wag now sen-worthy. Navigating by 
eye wis the. most sa factory way 
for many shallow draft vessels in 
that water, He dhe would call 
{wo naval officers to prove that ft 
wis a common practice in tgunboat 
service. He would call evidence to 
prove that Red Point was indis- 
cernible from the land behind, He 
would also prove that there was no 
negligence on the part of accused, 
but the Incident was due to an error 
of judgment, | f 

“Lt. Hule stated that he went on to 
the bridge aot 12,30 pm. He first 
altered course two degrees to port to 
pass Black Polnt four cables off, and 
finally in order to pass Tap Slak 
Kok by one cable made an altcra- 
tion to S. 35 E. Five minutes Iater 
the. ship | grounded. The engines 
were reversed, but when ft was 
found to be firmly fixed, they were 


stopped. 
Knew Locality .- 


Navigation by eye in the West 
River had been taught him by his 
predecessor, Capt, Graham, o% was 
his custom, He. said that he had 
made that ‘passige 26 times and had 
-alwaya passed that polnt within one 
or two cables, In that part of the 
river there were no useful ledding 
marks, ‘Red Polnt was hidden by 
the land. Shallow water could be 
-detected by the bow and stern waves. 

Cross-examined, Lt. Hale admitted 
thut special knowledge was necessary 
to navigate in shallow waters. 

Capt. Bridge: You say . special 
knowledye is required to navigate 
in shallow water. Surely, then, it 
would have been safer to navigute 
in decper water? . ‘ 

Lt. Hale: It might be ‘safer to 
-keep-to-shallow—water,-because_it_is 
ensicr to judge your distance, and, 
-therefore, make = more aceurnte 
estimations of distance in relation to 
the land, 

Why were you so intent on passing 
one cable of Tap Sink Kok?—It hus 
always been my practice 1o pass one 
or two cablis off. Tap Siak Kok, and 
1 had no reason on this occasion to 
alfer It. i 

Witness said: that the submerged 
rock, on the chart, must have been 
about half a cable off shore. 

That bein so, do you seriously ‘tell 
the Court that one cable was a 
suMelient margin of safety from Tap 
Sink Kok?—Yes. I frequently pass 
rocks In the West River Iess than 
half a cable off. .[ am referring to 
both open and hidden rocks, 

Lt, Hale admitted that there was 
no, necessity to make: the alterations 
.in course, but he was only following 
the custom. The bow waves would 
five no Indication of u hidden 
pinnacle rock. . 


No Indlcations 


Re-examined, Lt. Hale said that 
‘though there was half oa mile of 
shallow water before the rocic, the 
waves had given no Indication of. it, 
One could judge by the waves by 
iboth cyes and cars. ; 

Cdr. McCarthy, of H.M.S, Tamar, 
stestified to the practice of navigating 
by cye in that part of the river, 
Witness added that st {vas unndvis- 
able for oMcers on watch to Icave 
‘the bridge in that vicinity because 
sot the junks thereabouts. 
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Lt, Cdr. R.A. Forbes, 1LM.S. 
Robin, stated that he navigated in 
that part of the river by eye, and 
that he alwWays passed Tap Slale Kok 
within about ont and a half cables 
He said that no use whatever wa 
mide of the standard compass in that 
arca, -: 

Addressing the Court, Cdr, Lees 
sald that in order to subslantlate the 
charges, the prosecution must prove 
that accused has cither done any- 
thing ‘which a reasonably careful and 
capable officer In the position of: 

ccused would not have done In 
similar elecumstanc or omitted to 
do. anything which such an officer 
would have done. It was further 
stated in the Naval Discipline Act 
{hat the finding of un error of judg- 
nent was not within the meaning of 
the Act and involved acquittal. 

Evidence had shown that accused 
had been olert and watching, and 
that the practice of navigating by eye 
in that part of the river was 
customary, Two oMecers of con- 
skderable river experience had stated 
that it was-undegirable for the oflcer 
on watch to leave the bridge at that 
point owlng to the number of junks 
liltely to” be met. Those same 
oflicers had shown that: there were 
no suitable leading marks in that 
vicinity. An error of judgment 
occurred, Cdr. Lees concluded, but 
not negligence, 


‘Simple Passage 
Capt. Bridge said that the passage 
was a simple one for any type of 
ship.s The passage Ww 15 cables 
wide with ample marks gn either 
side, The only hidden danger was 
the hidden rock in the vicinity of 

Tap Sink Kok on the cast of the 
Channel. The © ship was being} 
navigated by uccuscd, who, as officer 
on watch, was responsible for the 
safety of the ship. Accused was a 
Lieutenant, for seven years senior, 
and-had-had-two-years- pioting-ex- 
perience in the Tarantula, The 
passage over the Urmston Road was 
famillur to him.- To pass within one 
euble of the Hiddtn rock was an 
unnecessarily small ifargin of safety 
from the hidden danger. 

Accused's alterntions of the. course 
had reduced his margin of salety 

‘om two cables to one, and it would 

nm that accused's intention was to 

pe pass the hidden rocle with the 
smu t margin of ely, es 
Dealing with navigation by eye, 

Capt. Bridge sald that it muy not 
be contradicted that’ in the Pearl 
Niver and other parts of the world, 
ncluding the Yangtse and other 
rivers, navigation by the eye is the 
only method open to the officer on 
watch, and under those conditions no 
ether methods are available. 

. Under those conditions ships fre- 
quently go aground, and it may 
reusonnbly be stated that it was an 
error of judgment. But In this case 
they were only concerned with ‘the 


Urmston Road, and none could say 
that it was different from any other 
to be found in normal waters. 
Navigation by the cye might be 
feasible and safe, but not in the 
vicinity of the submerged rock, 
especially .bearing in mind that the 
exact position of the rock could not 
be determined accurately from the 
chart of such a small scale, If ac- 
cused had intended to navigate by 
eye he should have kept far off the 
shore.

The cholera incidence was in- 
creased, 12 new cases being added 
yesterday, moking the present total 
for 1930 up to 429, 

‘There were nine cases of dysentory, 

five of cntcrle fever, four ] 
meningltls and one of puerperal fever. 
The weekly health report shows that 
for seven days up to midnight of 
August 5, there were 196 notifications 
of tuberculosis, 27 of cholera, 49 of 
dysentery, 21 of enterle fever, 10 of 
measles, three of diphtheria and four 
of meningills. 

The fatality rate was exceedingly 
high In some cases, there being 68 
deaths from T.B., 20 from cholera, 13 
from: dysentery, cight from enteric 
fever, four from measles, three from 
diphtheria, and one, from meningitis.
